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Man, covered in blood, wanders 
into Didsbury home

Talk about rude awakenings. 

A Didsbury man woke up 
Wednesday to see a strange man 
covered in blood standing in his 
bedroom and his brother-in-law 
next to him screaming. 

Matt Nation, 25, describes the 
events that followed as “the weird¬ 
est morning of my life." 

It actually began about four 
hours earlier when an 18-year-old 
man walked into the rural 
Didsbury home Matt shares with 
his sister Emily, brother-in-law 
Daniel and their six-month-old 
baby, and crawled into Matt’s bed. 

At about 3:30 a.m. Matt, who had 
fallen asleep on a nearby couch, 
looked over and saw a figure in his 
bed. 

“I thought that was kind of weird 
at first, but then I figured maybe 
Daniel had a tiff with my sister and 
he came downstairs to sleep," said 
Matt. 

He didn’t think anything more of 
it; just rolled over and went back 
to sleep. 

At 7:30 am., Daniel and Emily 
were in the garage smoking when 
the bloody stranger walked out the 
back door and into the garage. 


Daniel’s immediate reaction 
was to confront the man, which 
resulted in a chase that ended 
back in Matt’s room. 

Daniel figured the guy must be 
a friend of Matt’s so he started 
yelling at him to get up and 
explain what the heck was going 
on. 

Matt didn’t have a clue, so he 
started yelling too. 

“1 was ready to kill him, quite 
frankly,” said Matt. 

“It’s the whole shoot first, ask 
questions later kind of thing.” 

Matt started demanding 
answers, but got little response. 

“I could see he was scared. I’m 
a big guy, like 300 pounds, and he 
was like ‘I don’t know who I am, 

I don’t know where I am, I don’t 
know anything,’" said Matt. 

“He was genuinely scared, so I 
eased up a bit.” 

Matt locked the confused man in 
the basement and immediately 
called the Didsbury RCMP detach¬ 
ment. 

“I said, ‘get a cop here now, I’m 
going to kill this guy,’" he said. 

“My sister’s got a baby upstairs 
so she’s a little paranoid about 
that, and we’re all freaking out.” 

After about 10 minutes, Matt lead 
the stranger, who was missing one

shoe and sock, outside to talk. 

Things slowly started coming 
back to him. 

“I think I had an accident last 
night,” he said. 

“1 went through the windshield.” 

Before long, the man was able to 
remember he was “a farm kid” 
from Saskatchewan, who was 
working at Alta. Genetics in Balzac 
and competes in rodeo. 

He had been driving home from 
the weekly Tuesday night rodeo 
practice put on by Olds College 
when, he said, he fell asleep and 
drove off the road. 


Having calmed down, and now 
concerned the man may have a 
serious head ii\jury, Matt decided 
to go back in the house and call 
911 to get an ambulance on scene. 

Didsbury RCMP arrived shortly 
thereafter and questioned the man, 
who was then taken to hospital 
and treated for minor ii\juries, 
according to Corporal Kevin 
Fischer. 

Upon further investigation, 
police found the vehicle down in a 
gully, about half a mile from the 
home, just south of Westcott Rd off 
Hwy 2A. 

Corp. Fischer confirmed the 
man’s age and estimates the acci¬ 
dent took place between 3 a.m. 
and 4 am. 

When asked if alcohol was a fac¬ 
tor, Cpl. Fischer said, “There’s no 
indication of that, but we believe 
alcohol was involved.” 

No charges are pending. 

Alcohol or no alcohol, Matt said 
the man was clearly not himself. 

“You’ve got to be totally out of it 
to walk into a complete stranger’s 
house and crawl into a bed with a 
300-pound biker sleeping on the 
couch beside you,” said Matt. 

“I feel bad for freaking out on 
him, but all tilings considered, I 
mean, fie freaked us out."

For the first time in 22 
years, the Didsbury Trade 
Show is sold out. 

This year’s record-set¬ 
ting event, scheduled for 
March 31 and April 1, 
boasts more than 100 
booths and 92 exhibitors. 

“I can’t believe the over¬ 
whelming response we 
have had with this year’s 
Trade Show,” said commit¬ 
tee co-chair Greg Poirier. 

The annual Trade Show 
has grown every year since 
it began in 1985, to the 
point that it is now consid¬ 
ered a destination event by 
Travel Alberta. 

It’s also the biggest trade 
show in Mountain View 
County, utilizing 36,650 
sq.ft of floor space on 
three ice surfaces, in addi- 
ion to the Multi-Purpose 
Room. 

There are a number of 
factors that contribute to 
the Show’s success, 
including good promotion, 
dedicated volunteers and 
fresh ideas, said Poirier’s 
co-chair Kathleen Windsor. 

“It has evolved from a 
‘trade show’ to a complete 
art, travel and trade expo¬ 
sition,” she said. 

“...it is definitely more 
than just a trade show.” 

Exhibitors who have 
attended in the past, keep 
coming back. 

Lowell Grasse, owner of 
Grasse Lumber and a 
repeat exhibitor, said 
deciding to get involved 
this year, as both an 
exhibitor and job board 
sponsor, was a no-brainer. 

“It gets a lot of foot traf¬ 
fic for a two-day thing,” he 
said. 

“It gets a lot of exposure in 
the community, so it's a good 
place for as to showcase 
new products or jast say hi 
to existing customers.” 

The Trade Show 
Committee brings out 
something new each year 
too, according to Windsor. 
This year there are a few 
new additions.

Teen girls 
need to take 
back control 

Smart, pretty, kind, sweet, talented - all ajjec- 
tives used to describe Stephanie Novak. 

Now there’s one more: dead. 

The 18-year-old Calgary girl who was recently 
found murdered in her home is remembered as 
someone full of life, so how does that just get taken 
away? And could it have been prevented? 

Friends and family are left grappling with that as 
Stephanie’s alleged killer and former boyfriend, 
Vuong Minh Vu, 27, faces the justice system. 

As Kathleen, 18, watched Stephanie’s coffin being 
placed into a hearse last Thursday, she thought, 
“that could be me in there.” 

Kathleen was good friends with Stephanie. She’s 
also my little sister. 

Two years ago, when Kat and Stephie were 16, it 
was Kat w ho was dating a man eight years her sen¬ 
ior. 

They met at her high school. He had dropped out 
of school in Grade 10, but seemed to have no prob¬ 
lem attending once he was no longer a student. 

He didn’t have a job, but he did have a car, and he 
was charming. 

To our family, this “boy” we’d yet to meet was 18. 
Then it leaked out that maybe he was 19. My 
youngest sister told me months later that he was in 
fact 24. 

By then he was calling Kat’s cellphone a minimum 
of 20 times a day “just to check in”. 

He was checking up; making sure she wasn’t with 
another boy. 

An intervention of sorts took place with Kat’s 
family and friends about concerns we had with his 
control issues. 

She slowly broke it off. 

He kept calling, kept showing up - at school, at 
home - and she got scared. 

Eventually he moved on to a new girl who, inci¬ 
dentally, was also 17 and we never heard from him 
again. 

Kat started dating boys her own age, but soon got 
“bored” and moved on to their older brothers. 

Now it’s her “thing”. They take her out for nice 
dinners, buy her wine. She loves it. 

But Thursday was an eye-opener for her. It hit her 
hard. 

Kat and Stephie had a lot in common. They were 
both honours students, athletes, volunteers, and 
loving girls. They both took on more than they 
could handle. 

At Stephanie’s funeral Thursday, the reverend 
pleaded to her friends to recognize the signs of 
relationship abuse and get help if it’s happening to 
them. 

I want them to take that one step further and 
think about how they might prevent that abuse in 
the first place. 

Teenage girls need to think about why a man who 
is 24, or 27, isn’t dating someone his own age. 

1 can’t speak for Vuong Minh Vu because I’ve 
never met him, but I can say with certainty that the 
24-year-old “boy” Kat was dating wasn’t going out 
with a great girl who happened to be 16. 

He was going out with a 16-year-old girl who hap¬ 
pened to be great.. .and naive and easy to control; 
someone who might be so caught up in his charm 
that they wouldn’t notice the signs or would ignore 
them. 

Just weeks before Stephanie’s tragic death, 
friends say she broke up with her boyfriend 
because he was making her “uncomfortable.” 

It may sound morbid, but I hope that vision of 
Stephanie’s casket being loaded up sticks in Kat’s 
mind, and that she remembers “it could never hap¬ 
pen to me” can, and did, happen.

Relief is on the way for 
people eager to file their 
tax returns, as the govern¬ 
ment has announced its 
online filing system will l>e 
up and running this week. 

Problems with the online 
service forced the Canada 
Revenue Agency to shut 
down the entire system last 
Monday. 

The CRA announced yes¬ 
terday the online service 
will be available again no 
later than Thursday. 

But people expecting a 
tax rebate should still be 
prepared to wait because 
the influx of tax returns is 
sure to cause further 


delays, said Peter 
Prernachuk of II&R Block 
in Olds. 

“We know their comput¬ 
ers will be able to handle, if 
they’re running properly, 
whatever push is sent to 
them once they come 
online*, but they won’t have 
processed anything for a 
week,” he said. 

“In a week they might 
have sent out cheques two 
or three times, but now 
they’re going to have seven 
or eight days of returns, so 
that may cause a further 
delay.” 

The shutdown has put 
the CRA data centre at a 
complete standstill, said 
Prernachuk. Lie has about 
300 completed income tax

returns waiting to be filed 
and his company can’t even 
issue instant tax rebate's. 

“For us, it’s business as 
usual, but it’s people anx¬ 
ious for their refunds," he 
said. “We do have a product 
where we give people 
refunds on the spot, and we 
can’t do that because we 
have to do checks through 
the government’s comput¬ 
ers.” 

Prernachuk said the CRA 
hasn’t even been process¬ 
ing documents received by 
mail. 

“Even if people mail 
them in, they’re still not 
going any quicker,” he said. 
“The result of that is, every¬ 
body’s waiting.” 

He said the bulk of tax 
returns are yet to come 
because the system went 
down during the busiest 
week of the tax season. 

“It’s like Interac going 
down three days before 
Christmas and nobody’s 
able to buy anything,” he 
said. 

So far the government 
says it has no plans to 
extend its Apr. 30 tax dead¬ 
line. Officials at CRA have 
said there is no indication 
the glitch was caused by a 
computer virus or security 
breach, and personal infor¬ 
mation was never at risk.

Water controversy could hold up MOA

Didsbury Town Council 
has joined other area 
municipalities in accept¬ 
ing a Memorandum of 
Agreement (MOA) with 
Mountain View County, 
cementing a future rela¬ 
tionship between the two 
governments. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore 
said town/county deal¬ 
ings have steadily 
improved in recent years, 
opening the door for bet¬ 
ter communication. 

“We’ve come a long way 
in the last five years with 
the cooperation with 
Mountain View County, 
and particularly in the 
last two (years), with 
new councils on both 
sides,” she said. 

“We’ve moved forward 
faster, 1 believe, and we 
we have all the ground 
work all done, so now 
when we’re moving for¬ 
ward, we’ve got all of 
those things taken care 
of.” 

Moore said a positive 
collaboration will make a 
“huge difference” in 
terms of future planning 
and the ultimate success 
of the region as a whole. 

“It’s important for the 
county as well as all the 
urbans, for us to be able 
to compete in the global 
environment as an eco¬ 
nomic region instead of a 
bunch of territories,” she 
said. 

“That’s the whole idea, 
that MAP (Municipal 
Area Partnership) is set 
up so that everyone will 
be able to prosper, every¬ 
body would have the 
right to grow and develop 
and have a sustainable 
future.” 

Moore said presenting 
that positive regional 
relationship will be 
important in drawing 
more people to 
Didsbury’s business com¬ 
munity, a key component 
of council’s 2007 Action 
Plan.

Olds’ annual music festival has grown so 
popular it’s starting earlier than plaiuted this 
year to accommodate every interested per¬ 
former. 

The 24th annual Olds & District Kiwanis 
Music Festival will wel¬ 
come talented students 
from Central Alberta this 
week, starting with musi¬ 
cal theatre on Mar. 14. 

“It has become a really 
big festival," said Wendy 
Durieux, festival organiz¬ 
er. “We are one of the 
biggest festivals in a town 
in the province.” 

Over 110 performers in 
this category will dazzle 
judges with their singing 
and acting skills - more 
than double the number 
two years ago, according 
to Durieux. She credits 
TV shows like American 
Idol, and Olds’ own high 
school plays, with piquing 
kids’ interest in musical theatre. 

“That brings an awareness of singing," she 
said. “The kids absolutely love to perform in 
the showcase.” 

The popular showcase will cap off the fes¬ 
tival's musical theatre portion on Mar. 17, a 
week earlier than usual. .Judges choose 30 of 
the most entertaining students to perform a 
musical theatre number. 


This year, Durieux said she facts! the chal¬ 
lenge of welcoming 2,400 performers to the 
festival, up from alxmt 1,700 last year. While 
she could’ve put a cap on the number of 
entries, she decided not to. 

“We’re not a competitive festival, our 
emphasis is on teaching, learning," she said. 
“We just feel like everybody should have that 
chance if they can.” 

The festival continues next 
week with vocal performances, 
piano, bands and speech arts. 

Students perform for judges 
who assign a standing and give 
feedback on each performance. 

“It’s because we have this 
type of a festival that our stan¬ 
dards for our festival are very 
high,” said Durieux. “I have 
adjudicators tell me this all the 
time, they come to small towns 
and they think they’re not going 
to have as high standards, but 
we have really high (standards) 
because we have this ongoing 
chance of learning from quali¬ 
fied adjudicators."

CPRA strikes three-year deal with PRCA

spots available for non-resident Canadians at the 
Canadian Finals Rodeo (CFR) held annually at 
Edmonton's Rexall Place in November. 

Commencing with this season's CFR, up to seven of the 
12 spots available in each intyor event: saddle bronc rid¬ 
ing, bareback riding, bull riding, steer wrestling, tie-down 
roping and ladies’ barrel racing, will be available to non- 
Canadian residents. 

At the Canadian Finals Rodeo, a maximum of five con¬ 
testants will come from the Canadian standings and up to 
two more will be eligible through the high-profile 
Canadian Rodeo Tour. 

To be eligible for the Canadian Finals R< tdeo through 
the Canadian standings, contestants must compete in a 
minimum of 15 rodeos sanctioned by the CPRA, regard¬ 
less of citizenship. 

For those rodeo hands competing in team roping, an 
optional miyor event not part of the Canadian Tour, 
only five spots will be available to non-Canadian resi¬ 


dents. 

All sanctioning fees paid by the rodeo committees will 
remain intact throughout the duration of the agreement. 

Troy Ellerman , the PRCA's commissioner, echoed 
Leschiutta's comments. 

"We are very pleased to have reached this agreement 
with the CPRA and we will continue our long-standing 
partnership," said Ellerman. 

"Both organizations and their members will greatly 
benefit from this agreement. Everyone involved looks for¬ 
ward to continue to work together and take the sport of 
rodeo to new heights.” 

For the rodeos being held in Airdrie, Olds, Innisfail, 
Sundre and Red Deer, this agreement means they will 
now have the opportunity of attracting the best cowboys 
and cowgirls competing in the sport. 

And the biggest winner is the rodeo fan, who will be 
able to watch the best hands compete in arguably the 
greatest sport in western Canada. 


After several months of negotiation, the Canadian 
Professional Rodeo Association (CPRA) has reached a 
three-year sanctioning deal with its American counter¬ 
part, the Professional Cowboys Rodeo Association 
(PRCA). 

With the new agreement, Canadian rodeos will now- 
have the option of having money won at CPRA sanctioned 
events count towards the PRCA Jack Daniels' world 
standings. 

"I am pleased we finally got the deal done," said CPRA 
president Dale Leschiutta. 

"I believe it's something both associations need and it 
cements a cooperative approach betwten the two associ¬ 
ations for the future. We have a long-standing history with 
the PRCA and it's great to see this continue."

Three boats from each class will make 
Team Canada, Dan said: three from 
men’s kayak, three from women's Kl, 
three from men’s Cl, and three C2 boats. 

“Hopefully we will make it this year. 
We’ve tried for the last two years to 
make the team,” Dan said. “It’s hard to 
say. It’s a new artificial course and it’s 
supposed to be really big and really dif¬ 
ficult.” 

He and Thomas were the number one 
ranked junior team for a long time, but 
Dan said when they became seniors they 
had “a couple rough years.” 

Now they sit at a modest number two. 
Last year the Purcells finished first at 
the North American Championships in 
Kananaskis and seventh at the Pan- 
American Championship in Ottawa. 

Not too bad for a couple of local boys. 

Dan said he and Thomas are trying to 
make a career out of their sport, but it’s 
hard balancing going to school and work 
with all the training. 

“It’s really difficult to fund it and train 
full time and actually try to have a nor¬ 
mal life.” 

But he said he loves the sport because 
of the people in it and the challenge of 
the competition. 

“The people in it are really good. I 
have lots of friends all over Canada and 
all over the world,” Dan said. “I get to 
travel a lot. I’m very competitive and so 
is Thomas, we don’t like losing.” 


When you ask Dan Purcell how he got 
into the sport of kayaking his answer is 
simple: hockey. 

Well, maybe it’s not that simple. When 
Dan was 14, she separated his shoulder 
playing hockey and had to stop. While 
hanging out at the arena watching his 
former teammates, he saw a booth 
advertising kayaking. So his mom signed 
him up for the summer. 

When he and his brother Thomas 
showed up, Dan said, there were no 
boats for them. The brothers were put in 
a C2, or two-person kayak, and the rest, 
they say, is history. 

The Innisfail brothers are currently 
the number two ranked C2 whitewater 
slalom kayakers in Canada and 40th in 
the world. The current Alberta champi¬ 
ons are now headed to Charlotte, North 
Carolina in April for the Canadian 
National Team Trials. Dan, a 20-year-old 
commerce student at Red Deer College, 
said he’s pretty excited to be going. 

“I’ve been training pretty hard so I'm 
looking forward to it,” he said. 

He and Thomas leave on April 12 and 
will do about three weeks of training 
before the tr ials are held at the end of 
the month. Dan explained there will be a 
series of races over three days. To make 
the national team, the kayakers’ time 
must be a certain percentage of the

Kevin Cameron knows the effects of school violence 
first hand. 

He was a counsellor in Taber in 1999 when the com¬ 
munity was rocked by a shooting at a local school. 
Cameron was later asked by the provincial government 
to look at school violence and has since traveled the 
world gathering information on the topic. 

He’s now developed a model for schools and commu¬ 
nity agencies to use when assessing youth who may be 
at risk. Cameron was in Innisfail recently to speak to a 
broad range of community groups about his multi-disci¬ 
plinary approach. 

“Residents in communities throughout Alberta are 
faced with the challenge of violence," said Heather 
Henderson-Hill, deputy superintendent for Chinook's 
Edge School Division, who hosted the seminar. 

“As a result of this societal issue, we are seeing stu¬ 
dents in our schools who are in need of support. Our 
schools and our communities work diligently to see stu¬ 
dents’ needs are addressed. We anticipate this one-day 
seminar will help to coordinate and increase these sup¬ 
ports.” 

Henderson-Hill said one of the main messages of the 
seminar was that risk 

and threat assessment is not just for schools, but is 
something that is community wide. 

“There’s always that need to work together as a com¬ 
munity because it’s not just one individual or one organ¬ 
ization that has all the answers,” she said. “We all need

to work together to look at prevention and assessment 
and to provide support.” 

Along with school officials, Innisfail police, town rep¬ 
resentatives, family services and other groups were at 
the workshop to better understand the different per¬ 
spectives on violence assessments. Cpl. Mike Babcock 
of the Innisfail RCMP has been to several of Cameron’s 
seminars and was pleased the school board had invited 
him.

He said the main thing he has learned is that “the 
belief that somebody just snaps and goes on a spree of 
violence is untrue. There’s no evidence to support that.” 

Babcock explained that according to Cameron’s 
approach, if you collect information from a variety of 
sources, such as sc police, you can start to see an evo¬ 
lution of violent behaviour in a young person. 

“We try to develop a picture of what is happening in 
this young person’s life,” he said. 

What this multi-disciplinary approach essentially

does, Babcock said, is develop a baseline of behaviour 
and then determine if there's an evolution in violent 
behaviour. Police and schools can use that model to 
determine if and when youth are at risk of increasing 
their violent behaviour towards others. 

“There is an evolution towards violence. To under¬ 
stand that or see that requires input from a variety of 
sources.” 

Babcock said they learned that violent behaviour has 
three aspects. The first is behavioural, like if someone 
is a bully. The second is cognitive; someone who does¬ 
n’t have an outward display of violence but internally, 
the things they watch and read becoming increasingly 
violent. The third is non-traditional; a person who is 
normally peaceful hut they get pushed to the limit and 
have an emotional outburst. 

Because assessing one’s risk of violence can be com¬ 
plicated, Babcock said a multi-disciplinary team allows 
you to know more about the youth’s life. 

“Everybody is an empty vessel and awareness of 
what they’re filling that vessel up with also gives us 
some insight whether there’s an evolution towards vio¬ 
lence.” 

Henderson-Hill said that Tuesday’s seminar was just 
the beginning, to “look at how you can begin to form 
community teams to do assessment." She said they are 
looking at doing more workshops in the fall. 

“The hope is to have community teams who are will¬ 
ing to come to those workshops and then commit to 
working together,” she said.

Hi, I’m Tamara Chaney, founder of the “Stop Animal 
Cruelty Petition" which garnered 111,896 signatures all in 
full support of Animal Welfare Bill C-373. Mr. Thompson, 
MP, presented my petition to the House of Commons on 
Feb. 19. 

There has been much debate regarding whether Mr. 
Thompson properly represented the wishes of the petition’s 
signatories. Hopefully 1 can help clear up some misinforma¬ 
tion that has been circulating in media across Canada 

I was personally watching the TV when Mr. Thompson 
presented my petition to the House of Commons. He 
absolutely did not, at any time, mention which animal wel¬ 
fare bill (C-373), the petition is in support of; hence, conve¬ 
niently leaving out which animal welfare bill (S-213), the 
petition does not support . He also stated then' were four 
petitions making up the 111,896 total, which is correct. 
There were three other small petitions I received from 
three separate Canadians wishing their petitions be sent to 
the House of Commons with mine. These other three peti¬ 
tions were also all in support of effective legislation, former 
Bill ('-50, now Bill C-373. These three petitions contributed 
just under 300 signatun's. Now, because the wording on the 
other petitions was different from the wording on mine, Mr. 
Thompson ws apparently instructed to present the peti¬ 
tion^) generically instead of stating all four were support¬ 
ing Bill C-373; a distraction tactic if I’ve ever seen one. Mr. 
Thompson didn’t even state the name of the petition (Stop 
Animal Cruelty Petition), which has lead to the petition 


being called the “Daisy Duke” petition, which is incoirect. 

Mr. Thompson is firmly sticking to his belief that he is 
not misrepresenting the petition, that he wants increased 
penalties for animal abusers. Mr. Thompson is most cer¬ 
tainly entitled to his belief. I, however, know for a fact that 
he is leaving out numerous essential criteria needed in 
order for animal abusers to actually be punished with the 
proposed increased penalties. Bill S-213 does not address 
the problems presented with our animals being in the 
“property section" of the law. It does not matter how steep 
you make penalties, if our animals an* considered property 
you can still do as you please with them, and the animal 
abusers will continue to fall through the judicial loopholes. 

A few years ago in Edmonton, there were two young 
boys who tied a dog in a tret' and l>eat it to death with a 
baseball bat. Because a veterinarian testified the dog died 
with the first blow, the boys guilty of the crime were not 
charged because the dog did not endure unnecessary 
abuse. Bill S-213 contains numerous loopholes - too many 
to count. Animal welfare laws have not changed since 1892 
and the only thing Bill S-213 has to offer is increased 
penalties. 1 cannot believe anyone in Parliament, in all good 
conscience, could support Bill S-213. 

I am becoming increasingly frustrated with Mr. 

Thompson insinuating Bill C-373 is going after anglers, 
hunters and Canada’s animal industry. Mr. Thompson 
admittedly stated in the Didsbury Review’s Feb. 27 edition, 
he HAS NOT read Bill C-373.1 would like to know how he 


could insinuate Bill C-373 is going after anglers, hunters 
and Canaria’s animal industry, if he hasn’t bothered to read 
Bill C-373. Let me say this again: Bill C-373 DOES NOT, IN 
ANY WAY, GO AFTER ANGLERS, HUNTERS, OR CANA¬ 
DA’S ANIMAL INDUSTRY. In regards to Mr. Thompson 
receiving calls from fishing, hunting and fanning groups 
with uninformed beliefs C-373 will hinder their way of life, I 
challenge these groups, as well as anyone else concerned 
with the contents of the two bills, to educate themselves on 
the bills, actually get their hands on them, in full, study 
them, and find out the FACTS for yourself. 

Mr. Thompson is saying C-373 is 139th on the list and to 
have a “nice wait”, that it could take up to two years before 
it’s presented to the House of Commons. Let me ask you 
this: is it better to wait for effective legislation, which will 
allow the courts to punish animal abusers to the fullest 
extent of the law, or settle for legislation which will basical¬ 
ly offer no significant change? What Is the point of passing 
ineffective animal welfare legislation, which will allow 
monsters the ability to continue preying on our animals, 
and when it comes to being punished for their horrific 
crimes, fall through the ineffective legislation’s loopholes? I 
don’t know about you, but I’m willing to wait. I’m willing to 
fight for the rights of our animals, I want effective animal 
welfare legislation, which will actually protect our animals 
and punish animal abusers. As far as there being a huge 
wait before Bill C-373 makes it the House of Commons, I 
say, if the House receives enough “encouragement” to push 
Bill C-373 to the front of t he
